In addition, a Publications 
Advice (1105.0) is issued each Tuesday and Friday listing 
publications released on the day of issue and expected 
releases on the following five days (Canberra Office) or 
two days (State Offices).

Publishing 
News contains brief descriptions of the contents of new 
publications, describes changes in ABS publications and 
shows other information of interest to users of ABS 
publications.

3. Two prices are shown for each priced publication, 
The first price given is the ‘over the counter’ price while 
the second includes packaging and postage at ordinary 
rates within Australia. Overseas clients should add 10 per 
cent of the second price to meet the cost of overseas 
surface postage. Airmail rates are available on request.

ABS PUBLISHING NEWS 


New publications released during February 1986 


6102.0 A Guide to Labour Statistics 
108pp; $3.60, $4.80 incl. postage 


This publication provides a comprehensive overview of the concepts, methodology 
and sources of ABS labour market data. 


1985/3 Estimates of Depreciation and Capital Stock, Australia 
Occasional Paper; 130pp; $4.40, $5.60 incl. postage 


This paper contains estimates of depreciation and capital stock for Australia 
using a perpetual inventory methodology. It also contains a discussion of 
concepts and applications, a description of data sources and a review of the 
estimates. 


Other publishing news 


- Balance of Payments, Australia, January 1986 (5301.0), released on 14 February 
1986, pointed out that, starting with that issue, major changes had been made in 
the presentation of monthly balance of payments statistics to bring them into 
line with the latest statistical standards and user requirements. 


.- Customs and Excise Revenue, Australia, December 1985 (5425.0), released on 26 
February 1986, warned that the November 1985 figure for customs duty had been 
understated by approximately $20 million because of processing backlogs in the 
Australian Customs Service. Attention was also drawn to the fact that delays in 
the receipt of Customs documents for petroleum products can have a significant 
effect on recorded excise revenue. 


- Commercial Finance, Australia, June and July 1985 (5643.0), released on 11 
February 1986, noted that commercial finance commitments under fixed loan 
facilities were understated to a small extent due to the inability of some banks 
to separate, from their personal lending commitments, amounts relating to 
lending to individuals for business or investment purposes. The publication also 
announced that action is being taken by banks to overcome this problem. 


- Trade Union Statistics, Australia, 30 June 1985 (6323.0), released on 3 
February 1986, contains for the first time, statistics relating to trade unions 
as at the 30th of June, These statistics came from the first mid-year collection 
which replaced the previous end-of-year collections. 


- Price Indexes of Materials Used in Manufacturing Industries, Australia, 
December 1985 (6411.0), released on 28 February 1986, (previously Prices Index 
of Materials Used in Manufacturing Industry, Australia) introduces a new set of 
price indexes relating to materials used in Australian manufacturing industries. 
It warned that the price movements Snown by these new series of index numbers 
may not be the same as price mvements shown by the equivalent old series even 
though they may have similar names, because; 


.- the material composition of the series may be significantly different, 

- the new series excludes materials which are no longer important and includes 
important new material, and 

- the weights used to combine the prices of the materials included reflect more 
up to date patterns. 


Other publishing news (continued) 


. Manufacturing Establishments : Summary of Operations, Queensland, 1983-84 
(8202.3), released on 27 February 1986, replaced the previous publication Census 
of Manufacturing Establishments : Details of Operations by Industry, Queensland. 


. Motor Vehicle Registrations, Australia, October 1985 (9303.0), released on 28 

4 February 1986, noted that current issues of that publication were being released 
later than usual because of delays in obtaining final registrations data for 

| Western Australia. It announced that problems causing these delays were being 

io rectified and it was expected that the timing for release will return to normal 

| for the February 1986 issue.
